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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 40, 41 , 43, 45-47, 53-55, 57. and 58 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to disclose or render obvious a bandwidth allocation 
system as claimed, wherein the bandwidth is assigned to users and is reallocated in 
response to a request for data, and wherein different file attributes are given different 
priority indices such that a text data attribute has the highest priority index, a style data 
attribute has the next highest priority, and a graphic data attribute has the next highest 
index, wherein reallocation is based on a priority index. These features are enabled at 
least on pages 1 1 -1 3 of Applicant's specification.
